IS CLEMENCEAU AGAIN TO 
BECOME A FRENCH I.EADER 
irCJeméncéah, the Tiger, Again to become a 
great national figure in France? He was the first 
of the three outstanding figüres in world thought, 
fa following the war, to fall. Woodrow Wilson fol­ 
lowed and now* Lloyd George alone retains his 
dominant position. The British Premier has not 
kept his leadership without considerable fighting 
either, for the British political waters have been 
troubled ever since the war ended. 
Sunday Clemenceau made his first public ut­ 
terance in nearly two years. His following, while 
suffering;from more or less disorganization be­ 
cause of the Tiger’s defeat for French leadership, 
seems far from being utterly routed. Soon they 
expect, to found a newspaper which will reflect the 
thought of the Clemenceau school. 
The Tiger is convinced that France has not 
reaped the benefits due her as a result of the 
victorious war against Germany . 
Perhaps the 
Tiger is right. The reaction felt in this country 
against the war likely has affected other nations 
also tó lt& rm an y has escaped in a degree the pun­ 
ishment for her sins which she so richly deserved. 
W hether the Tiger will find France as willing to 
lisien to him as she was in the days of the con- 
• flict, when all the allied nations were fired by an 
intensely patriotic spirit and an equally as intense 
hatred of the Hun ,is another m atter. 
Another point in which Americans will find 
more of less interest is in the possible effect the 
new developments abroad may have on the com­ 
ing disarmament conference in Washington. Lloyd 
George is declared in press dispatches to desire a 
postponment of the conference, in order that ho 
¡may be given a chance to settle the Irish question, 
prior to the meeting, and thereby be hailed with 
greater acclaim than is Premier Briand. 
" 
Should Clemenceau realize' his hopes in the 
meantime, undoubtedly he will drive Briand into 
obliviqm Jn that case David Lloyd George will 
be pitted against the Tiger, instead of the present 
French premier. The Welshman will find no mean 
opponent. A postponxnent m ight prove more det­ 
rimental than advantageous.
